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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed January 25, 2007 are 
acknowledged." 

2. The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Thurkauf et 
al., U.S. Patent Number 5,326,868 is withdrawn due to applicant's argument. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-4 and 6-13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP06-001972 is withdrawn due to applicant's argument. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-13 under the judicially created doctrine of non-statutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Application 
10/519,107 is overcome by applicant's submission of the terminal disclaimer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagwa 
Rashed, Acyclo C-nucleoside analogs, Nucleosides & Nucleotides, 1998; 17(8) pp. 1373-1384. 
The reference discloses a pyrrole derivative with the structure

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As written, the claims are drawn to a pyrrole derivative with future intended use. 



7. Claims 4-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited pyrrole derivative 
represented by one of of Formulae (7) to (1 1):
